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Cropwalkers Raised Money for Helping Hand 


On February 23, checks for $1,756 
were delivered to each of four local 
agencies thatfeedthe hungry, thanks to 
356 volunteers who walked in the an- 
nual Belleville-Romulus Cropwalk last 
October. As designated recipients of 
the 1997 Cropwalk, the Helping Hand of 
Romulus, St. Vincent de Paul—Belle- 
ville, the Belleville Emergency Food 
Closet, and the food pantry of the Belle- 
ville Church of God all received funds to 
assist area residents who are strug- 
gling to pay for food. Although each 
agency is also supported by several 
other sources, the Cropwalk checks go 
a long ways toward helping them pro- 
vide services for the hungry. 

In all, 140 Cropwalks held through- 


out the State last year raised almost $2 - 


million. One quarter of that — nearly 
$500,000-—stayed in Michigan to assist 
those who do not have enough to eat. 
The remaining three quarters was sent 
throughout the world to help people 
who are starving in other countries. 

"It was by far our best year ever!" 
exclaimed Father John Hagan, who, 
along with Hanna Anthony, co-coordi- 
nated last year's walk. "The volunteers 
were the most dedicated, and the en- 
thusiasm the highest in the 15 years of 
the Belleville-Romulus walk. We had 
eight very committed churches raising 
up walkers and donors, and we in- 
creased our giving over 1996 by 40%." 

The eight area churches — Trinity 
Episcopal, St. Anthony's Roman Catho- 
lic, First Methodist, Belleville Presbyte- 
rian, and Belleville Church of God (all of 
Belleville); Sumpter Church of God 
(Sumpter); Faith United Methodist 
(Denton); and Community United Meth- 
odist (Romulus) — worked together for 
six months preparing for the annual 
event, which marked its fifteenth anni- 
versary in 1997. 

"This is the payoff —- when we de- 
liver the checks and know that a lot of 
people are going to live better lives 
because of what we did," said Hagan. "| 
wish all the volunteers could go with us 
when Hanna and | deliver the checks. It 
is sucha wondertul feeling knowing that 
you have carried the gospelto people at 
their point of need. 

"We'll never know the lives we'll 
touch, both here and abroad,” he con- 
tinued. "That's the amazing thing: that 
so many people will work so hardto help 


both their neighbors and people they ~ 


will never meet.”

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Senate Approves Bennett's 
Bill To Transfer Prisoners 


Abill simplifying the process oftrans- 
ferring prison inmates out-of-state was 
approved by the Senate recently, ac- 
cording to State Senator Loren Bennett 
(R-Canton Township). 

Senate Bill 838 shortens the hear- 
ing process available to a prisoner be- 
fore being transferred. The bill states 
that a prisoner is not entitled to a hear- 
ing prior to relocation to another facility. 

"Severe overcrowding at Michigan 
prisons puts everyone at risk — correc- 
tion workers, the public, and even the 
inmates," Bennett said. "We need to 
free up badly needed prison space wher- 
ever we can find it to keep our families 
and the communities we live in safe. 

"If |had to choose between sending 
a convicted felon to be housed out-of- 
state and the safety of my daughters, | 
would choose the safety of my daugh- 
ters. Their safety is my first priority.” 

Itis estimated that Michigan's prison 
system willbe completely out of beds as 
early as next year. An additional 2,500 
prison beds will be needed by the end of 
this year, and 6,400 by the end of 2001, 
according to Governor John Engler's 
report to the Legislature. 

"Michigan is facing a critical time 
regarding its correctional facilities,” 
Bennett said. "We must not limit our 
options in keeping prisoners locked up 
and the public safe." 

The bill now moves to the House of 
Representatives for consideration.

"These funds keep local families 
working," Basham said, "and keep 
our local work-force competitive with 
other states andthe rest of the world."
